SCHOOL REPORT. 


As it becomes the duty of the superintending school 
committee to report as to the condition of the public 
schools, we submit to the public the following report. 

In the first place, we would congratulate the pruden- 
tial school committee on their success in securing good 
teachers. They have, as rule, been equal to the great 
majority of teachers in our public schools; some of them 
would be classed among the best, and not any of them, 
we think are very poor teachers. They have heen able 
to instruct in an efficient manner in all the branches re- 
quired by law in cur common schools; some of them 
even instructing in higher branches. 

We would advise the committee to hire no teacher be- 
cause they can be obtained for a small price. Too much 
caution cannot be exercised in securing good teachers. 
It may be said, as a rule, that the standard and the fu- 
ture of the pupils depend largely on the ability and 
character of the teacher. A large majority of children 
receive their education in our common schools, and but 
few of them obtain the privelege of attending an acad- 
emy or other schools of a higher grade. How highly 
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important it is, then, that we should employ those who 
will instruct and guide the children in paths which will 
lead to prosperous and useful lives. Although the 
teachers share a large part in the instruction of the child- 
ren, yet the parents can lend a helping hand, and aid 
largely in securing a& prosperous school. 

All of the teachers have been employed during theet- 
tire year, a practice which we especially commend, wher 
good teachers have been secured. A great amount of 
time and instruction is lost when teachers are changed 
every term. We would say to the committee, secure 
the old teachers. 

But one change of books has becn made during the 
past year, although there are one or two changes which 
would be beneficial to the schools. 

There is one branch which is too much neglected in our 
common schools at the present time, viz. Reading. Yet 
to tuxe more time in this branch other studies would 
have to be neglected, as the time of the teachers is 
wholy taken up. In some schools the teachers can 
hardly do justice to the pupils on account of the large 
pumber of classes which have to be formed. This is due 
largely to the irregularity in attendance of the pupils, 
some of them attending one weck and staying at home 
the next. The pupil who is habitualy irregular in at- 
tendance, not only injures himself, but also the whole 
class with which he associates, by retarding its prozress. 
When the pupil attends school, he should be present. at 
the beginning and remain until the close of the term, 
unless prevented by some unavoidable cause. The good 
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teacher can do much to prevent this irregularity in at- 
tendanece, but the greater part must be done by the pa- 
rents. Our public schools are none of them too long and 
many of them much too short, and the scholar who is 
absent a large part of the time looses much and gains 
little. Their future prosperity may depend in some 
measure on how their school days are spent. 


By a law passed in the last legislature, physiology has 
become one of the branches which are required to be 
taught in our common schools. In this branch the sub- 
jects of Higeine and the effects of alcohol, opium and to- 
bacco on thg human system, will be taken up; also the 
rudiments and principles of physiology and anatomy. 
An idea of what is required can be seen by refering to 
any of the text books on physiology. | We would advise 
the teachers to secure a text book and become familiar 
with the principles. 


Before closing we would call the attention of the pa- 
rents to their relations with the school. The desé teach- 
ers Should have the cooperation of the parents which 
may be manifested ia various ways, especially by occa- 
sionaly visiting the schvol room, and encouraging both 
teacher and pupil. The work of the teacher is necces- 
salily very hard, and an occasional good word, or help 
in any form, does much to encourage them. But few 
know the trials the teachers have to encounter in the 
discharge of their duties, aud the sympa‘hy and interest 
which the parents may bestow on them may produce in 
its results a successful school. 
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DISTRICT No, 1. 
R. Fut.er, prudential committee. 


No. of weeks of school, 33. 

Miss Jennie Ordway, of Loudon had charge of this 
school during the three terms. Miss Ordway is a good 
teacher and taught a good school. Her easy and agree- 
able manners together with her adaption for teaching, 
have done much toward the advancement of the scholars, 
both in deportment and instruction. This school has 
the advantage of having the longest term of schooling of 
any district in town. It has not finished at the time of 
making out this report. - 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


JOHN BuRBANK, prudential comn ittee. 


No. of weeks of school, 30. 

Average daily attendance, 29. 

This school has been taught the entire year by Miss 
Etta E. Hatch, of Manchester. The schoolhas been a 
very prosperous one. Your committee have been abie 
to visit this school at the beginning and close of each 
term, and can say that we have seen marked improve- 
ment. One feature which we notice and heartily indorse 
is the instruction in music. Miss Hatch begins with the 
first rudiments of music and teaches the whole school in 
a thorough manner to not only sing, but to read musie in 
the proper way. In addition to the usual exercises of 
speaking and writing compositions, a continued story 


& 
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was written by five of the largest scholars. All of which 
were good. Miss Hatch gave a prize for the two best, 
Eugene Prescott won the first, and Albert Cole the sec- 
ond prize. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
EK. T. WEentwortH, prudential committee. 


No. of weeks of school, 21 

Average daily attendance, 7. 

Mrs. Ida M. Davinson, of Candia, taught this school 
for the periods during which it was kept. Mrs. Davinson 
taught a very good school considering the number of 
scholars, they being so small and so few of them that a 
teacher in this schoo] has a very small chance to show 
her abilities as an instructor. But the pupils seemed to 
understand what they had been over, and to answer very 
promptly in their recitions. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 
Orin J. Prescott, prudential committee. 


The teachers of this district have succeeded so well 
in their efforts to impart knowledge to-the pupils that 
we feel that saying any thing to their praise would be but 
a repetition of what has been said by the former super- 
intendents, but from observations during our visits we 
can say that they are excellent schools. 

Piimary School. 

No. of weeks of school, 30. 

Average daily attendance, 42.5. 
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This sckool was again under the charge of Miss Jen- 


nie B. Abbott, of West Concord; who taught the whole 
year to the satisfaction of all the parents and pupils. 
As Miss Abbott has been the instructor in this depart- 
ment for so long a time and her abilities as a teacher so 
well known, we feel that we can add but little to her 
reputation. 


Grammer School. 


No. of weeks of school, 30. 

Average daily attendance, 20.138. 

This school was taught by Miss Ellen J. Brickett, of 
Thetford, Vt. ‘The scholars in this school may justly 
be said to have the advantage of some pupils who attend 
some city school and even higher schools. Mis Brickett 
has taught all the branches required by law in our com- 
mon schools and some higher branches as well as could 
be taught in higher schools. All of the examinations 
showed that the pupils have had an instructor fully ca- 
pable to fill the position which she occupies. 


DISTRICT No. 8. 
CLINTON SHERLEY, prudential committee. 


No. of weeks of school, 19. 

Average daily attendance, 18.15. 

Miss Fannie A. prescott, of this town, taught in this 
district both terms. This proved asuccessful school. 
Miss Prescott has all the qualities which make a good 
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teacher, and succeeds in putting them into practice. The 
examinations at the close of each term showed that. the 
_ pupils had been thorough in all their studies. 


DISTRICT No. 6. 
JOHN WHEELER, prudential committee. 


“No. of weeks of school, 23. 

Average daily attendance, 20.5. Lig 

Miss S. B. Greene, of Concord, taught this school 
both terms. Your committee had the pleasure to visit 
at the close of euch term, and judging from the examin- 
ations, we think the time and labor which has been ex- 
pended has not been in vain. We consider Miss Greene 
-a good teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 
JESSE I. CATE, prudential committee. 


No. of weeks of school, 10. 

Average daily attendance, 8.875. 

This school was taught by Miss Ella Merrill, of Pem- 
broke. This was Miss Merrill’s first attempt at teaching 
and considering the shortness of the term and the small 
number of scholars, had a successful school. We 
prophesy that if Miss Merrill fills the position as well 
in the future as at present she will become a succcessful 
teacher. 
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It was the intention of your committee to publish a 
list of the honor-men, but as three of the schools have not 


closed, and the report coming due, we shall be obliged 


to omit it,
